Queenstown, May 
IO. — Twenty 
three miles from this port, as the 
crow files, un Irregular sm ear of flot­ 
sam on a calm sea murks ttie grave 
of the Cunarder Lusitania, the first 
transatlantic liner sunk by a German 
submarine. 
Of Hie 1200 souls who perished with 
her, 140 lie in Improvised morgues In 
old buildings bordering Queenstown 
harbor. They either were picked up 
dead or succumbed after landing. 
The 641 survivors iii Queenstown 
ara quartered 
in 
hotels, residences 
aud hospitals; some are too badly In 
lured to be moved. Two groups left 
Queenstown clad in misfit clothing, 
bound for Dublin by rail aud th em e 
by boat to Holy Head. Home are so 
serious that additional deaths are ex 
pected, aud nearly all are too dazed 
to understand 
fully what has hap 
peued. 
The survivors do uot agree as to 
whether the subm arine fired oue or 
two torpedoes. 
A few say ^hey saw 
the periscope, though many attest to 
tracing tile wake of foam as a pro]ac 
tile came toward Ute v easel. 
The ouly points In which all con 
cur is that tile torpedo struck the tea 
sol a vital blow amidships, causing 
her lo list almost im mediately to the 
starboard. 
In this careening fashion she plowed 
forward some distance, sm ashing the 
lifeboats’ davits as she did so and 
making the launching of boats well 
nigh 
impossible 
until headway had 
ceased. 
How far the Lusitania struggled for 
ward after being struck arid bow long 
it was before adit* disappeared beneath 
the waves likewise are points upon 
which 
few 
passengers agree, esti­ 
mates of the time she remained afloat 
tanging from eight to tw enty minutes 
At any rate, th* list to starboard so 
elevated the lifeboats on the port side 
aa soon to render them useless, and 
it Is said that only two on that side 
were launched. 


Boatload of Women Drowned. 
The first of these, according to the 
custom of the sea, was filled with wo­ 
men aud children, it struck the water 
unevenly, capsizing and throw tug its 
sixty occupants Into the sea. The Lu­ 
sitania even tlteu was making consid­ 
erable headway, and the women and 
little children were swept to death in 
•pile of the attem pt of two stokers to 
rescue them. These heroic rneu, ac­ 
cording to the passengers, were alan 
drowned. 
After 
that 
several 
boats 
were 
launched successfully, but the steam ­ 
er's 
list 
grew more perilous, the 
decks slanting to such aa agle that it 
aaa imperative for all to cling to the 
starboard rail. 
When it vs as seen that most of the 
boats would be useless hundreds of 
passengers donned lifebelts aud then 
Jumped into tho sea. 
Others seized 
deck chairs, tubs, kegs, anything that 
waa available, and hurled themselves 
I ii lo the waler, clinging to these ar 
tides. 
The first cabin passengers fared tile 
worst, for the second aud third cabin 
travelers had loug 
before 
finished 
their midday meal aud were on deck 
when the torpedoes struck. But the 
first cabiu people on the deck aud iii 
the balcony at luncheon were at a ter­ 
rible disadvantage, aud those who had 
ahead) finished were In their state­ 
rooms resting or cleaning up prepara- 
toy to the after luncheon day. 
The confusion on Ilia stairways be­ 
came terrible, and the great number 
of little children, more than 150 of 
them under two years, a great many 
of them infants in arm s, made the 
plight of the women still more des­ 
perate. 
Two Stokers Rescue Forty. 
Two stokers, seeing a drifting boat, 
dived 
overboard, 
recovered it and 
pulled in nearly forty persons, most 
of them women. 
In four morgues Iky the dead, wo­ 
men In some cases, side by side with 
children, grouped Uke toys. The body 
af Charles Prohumo, the clothing wa 
tar soaked, but hts features placid, 
lay face upward la a bare room in an 
old building on Ilia hillside a hundred 
yards from the w ater’s edge. Around 
him were ranged Atty bodies of both 
•exes, over which 
attendants 
were 
banding, sorting fwd ticketing their 
belongings.

Captain T urn er stayed on the bridge 
aa the ship weut down, hut before the 
last plunge he bade his staff officer 
and the helmsman, who 
were 
still 
with him, save themselves. The helm s­ 
man leaped Into tin sea and was sav­ 
ed, but the staff officer would uot de­ 
sert his superior, and went down with 
the ship, lie did not come to the sur- 
tace again. 
Captain Turner, however, a strong 
swimmer, 
rose 
after 
the 
eddying 
whirlpool had calmed down, aud, seiz­ 
ing a couple of dc k chairs, kept him­ 
self afloat tor Itll'ce hours, The m aster 
at arm s of Hie Lusitania, named Wil­ 
liams, who wa 
looking for survivors 
iu a boat after he had been picked 
up, NUW the flash of the captain’s gold- 
braided uniform, aud 
rescued him, 
more dead than alive. 


Many Children Motherless. 


Captain David Murphy, of the traw 
ler Storm Cock. wu* first on Hie scene 
with a rescue boat. in his tule of res 
cue be says: 
“ First of all, I gathered in a life­ 
boat fifty-two persons, most of them 
women aud 
children, and 
before i 
completed my load I had twenty bles­ 
sed youngsters aboard the old Storm 
Cock. Home of them were without 
their mothers, hut all were taken iu 
charge before we reached harbor by 
kindly women, who forgot their own 
sorrows iu ministering to others. 
“One old lady of seventy-eight years 
had been iii the w ater two hours, but 
was as spry as any one. Many women 
fainted on reaching our decks and 
when revived begged pitifully to be 
allowed to retain their lifebelts, as 
they were overmastered by the fear 
that the submariue would return to 
complete its work of destruction. Sev­ 
eral died aboard my boat aud the 
scenes of grief and suffering befume 
almost unbearable. The little Storm 
Cock brought 159 persons to Queens­ 
town.”

bure been defeated in four batties by 
tire French forces, three iii the Ar 
Sonne district aud one in the neigh­ 
borhood of (.ens, northern France. 
The kaiser’* trop* have not attem p t­ 
ed lo renew their attacks near Yproe, 
Belgium, since they were halted in 
their advance movement h> the Brit 
ion on Saturday. 
The village of Bagatelle, in the Ar­ 
gonne region, has been the scene at 
violent 
lighting, with the Germain 
striving to dislodge the Freith from a 
fortified position which enables the 
French gunners to bombard a section 
of a highway used by the Germans. 
The 
kaiser's 
forces 
delivered 
a 
smashing attack 
late Friday night. 
They were defeated and driven bark 
to their own trenches. Their losses 
ware heavy, as the attack was d isc o l­ 
ored by the French in time to turn 
*fon tt^m a withering lire from ma­ 
chine girns. • 
Boon Miter daylight Saturday the in 
Vader* reorganized their forces aud 
*Ua< ked with such reckless disregard 
for the numbers that foil that they 
socieeded in reaching the Frern h de 
rouses. Then ensued a furious hand 
to baud battle, with both forces re 
sonliig; lo the bayonet. 
Again the Germans were compelled 
to retreat. They left many dead in the 
intervening space between the French 
treni bes and their own and also many 
wounded, whom they were unable to 
carry with them lo the shelter of the 
fortified line. 
The Geruiau commander refused to 
accept these two reverses as filial. 
and late in the afternoon he gave the 
arder for another charge. Tile infau 
try dashed forward rapidly and made 
their way to within a few feel of the 
French- trenches.

A counter attack by the Germans 
against the French near {.ens, in Hie 
botte of retaking the field fort tai* 
tured by the French on Friday broke 
down under the fire of French gun- 
aa rt. 
Th* French maintained their 
lines intact and in a counter aggres 
sine took possession of au additional 
sac lion of German trenches.

TEUTONS FLEE FROM ITALY 


But London Heart Austria Has Agreed 
to Damanda. 
l.oiidoQ. May IO.—Believing there I* 
tto poMHhiilty of keeping italy from 
throwing herself into Hie Kuropean 
v OU diet nu liie side of the allies, as it 
•p p e srs that all negotiations between 
that country aud Austria have come 
to aa aud. all Germans and Austrian-* 
gin reported to be fleeing from italy 
before the Anal declaration of war is 
made, according to dis patches rice Iv 
ed from Home. 
Reports from private sources indl 
cate that final preparations for war 
ar* being made and that even the 
Augtrtan consulates ba** arrived at tile 
conclusion that there is no further 
lure* of preventing italy from taking 
part lu the war and are urgently ad 
vising ail their .-countrymen lo flee 
from italy st once. 
it 1s reported from Rome that Ans 
trim has agreed to Italy’s 
demauds 
end that a letter to that effect has 
been received by King Victor Kui 
man ae I. in this letter it lf stated that 
Trentlno has been ceded to Italy and 
that the Italian frontier shall be re 
formed and that several other minor 
goucessious have beeu made, while 
Trieste is to be guaranteed autonomy . 
is realized in Rome, however, 
that in (ase of victory the allied pow­ 
er* would not recognize such an ar 
rangetutut as binding, so that there is 
a disposition on the part of italy to 
hitter the war at once, aud the declar­ 
ation may be made at any moment.
